Along a con- 
siderable portion of the Union Pa- 
cifle in Wyoming, settlers say they 
have discovered rich reservoirs of pe- 
troleum that are as valuable as the 
oll flelds now being developed in the 
region around Beaumont, Tex. These 
discoveries naturally have od t) or- 
ganization of powerful syndica‘es ter 
prospecting and developing the oil 
fields, and the Union Pacific Railroad 
is claiming prior rights to the prop- 
erty. The syndicates have appealed to 
the Interior Department to enforce the 
mining laws against the railroad com- 
pany, and oust that corporation from 
possession of the land.

He told me he wanted to get evi- 
dence against his wife for unfaithful- 
nees with a man whose name was 
given by Latimer as Tuthill,” Parker 
replied. “On May 23 of this year I 
went with Latimer to Tuthill’s res- 
dence on Vanderbilt avenue, and there 
I was told by Mr. Latimer that it was 
Tuthill’s house, and I was to keep 
a watch on it, and report on Tuthill’s 
movements to him. On May 4 I1 saw 
Tuthill go to Latimer's house at about 
5:30 or 6 o'clock. Latimer was ac- 
customed to reach home as late as 
6:30 or 7 o'clock.”

BILLION IN MORTGAGES. 

Cook County, Illinois, to Have the 
Benefit of Money So _ Invested, 
Through Tax Assessments. 

(BY DIRECT WIRE TO THE TIMES.) 
CHICAGO, July 23.—{Exclusive Dis- 
patch.] A billion dollars in money, 
represented by mortgages held in Cook 
county, largely by various big money- 
lending corporations, including banks, 
trust and insurance companies, is to 
be added to the taxable property. It 
is held that these mortgages represent 
so much money belonging to the hold- 
ers of the mortgages, and consequently 
should be taxed. It is poirited out that 
there is no double taxation, as the 
owner of the property pays a tax on 
the property and the owner of the 
mortgage is assessed on the money 
loaned on the mortgages. 

The Board of Review has determined 
to enforce the law in regard to these 
securities, and as a result millions will 
be added to the list for this year 
which have never been assessed in the 
history of the State. The Board of 
Review now has several men at work 
in the Recorder's office, taking a list 
of the names of the original owners of 
the mortgages and preparing data 
which will help the reviewers in their 
work of adding this immense sum to 
the taxable property list. 

The amount of the mortgages ed 
in the last two years is as follows: 
1899, 8407 177,917; 1800 $282,959,882. 
The railway mortgages in 1900 amount- 
ed to $225,045,500, and in 1899 to $346,- 
200,000.

WASHINGTON, July 23.—The epi- 
demic of Cholera has been particularly 
hard upon the medical corps of the 
army stationed in the Philippine Isl- 
ands, and the casualty list received 
here shows that the surgeons and the 
hospital corps have borne their share 
of the suffering. Surgeon-General 
Forwood has received a copy of one of 
the orders in which these casualties 

are announced as follows: 

“The death of Private Joseph G. 
Meiseman, hospital corps, I. S. A., is 
announced. Private Meiseman was de- 
talled to face death as a cholera nurse 
for one of our comrades, and died from 
the disease, caught from his charge— 
an example of devotion to duty to be 
held up for all men to emulate. 

“Private Leonard B. Stevenson, hos- 
pital corps, U.S. A., was detailed to 
nurse both of our comrades, with the 
knowledge that his predecessor had 
been cut down while performing the 
same duty. Without a murmur he re- 
sponded, and remained till the sod 
covered his plague-stricken charges, 
and then he returned to his routine 
duties. 

“The men of this command who 
have faced death amid the whirl of 
bullets and the @xcitement of a fight 
can readily appreciate the courage re- 
quired to daily await its approach in 
the form of one of the most dreaded 
diseases known to the world today, 
and the commanding officer takes this 
opportunity to blicly acknowledge 
that ‘duty well dene,’ the highest alm 
of a soldier, is a goal Private Steven- 
son has reached. 

“This order will be published at 
parade Tuesday, the 27th inst., and at 
general inspection of the hospital corps 
on the 3ist.”’ 


GRANTING OF PASSPORTS. 
SECRETARY HAY DRAWS RULES. 
‘BY THE NEW ASSOCIATED PRESS—P.M! 
WASHINGTON, July 23.—In conse- 
quence of the act passed by the last 
Congress, amending the Revised Stat- 
utes so as to permit of the issuance 
of passports to persons owing al- 
legiance to the United States, whether 
citizens or not, the Secretary of State 
has drawn up rules, under which pass- 
ports shall hereafter be granted, and 
has submitted them to the President, 
who has approved and signed them. 

Hereafter passports will be issued to 
loyal Filipinos, rto Ricans, etc., un- 
der rules ribed by the President. 
which are ut to be sent to Gov. 
Taft, and to other insular Governors. 
The effect of the new law. and of the 
rule now going into effect will be to 
extend to loyal residents of our in- 
sular possessions the same protection 
and the same passport that citizens 
of the United States now enjoy in 
their travels.

Silly Fake of the Herald“ Squelched. 


The Doctors Wife Indignant—Stan- 

hope Incensed. 

The last remnant of the Herald's 
“suspicious circumstances story, pub- 
lished Sunday, which meted out “foul 
play” and all sorts of terrible things 
to Dr. H. C. Nelson, who left his 
home at No. 357 Central avenue a few 
months ago for the mining districts of 
Idaho, was effectually squelched yes- 
terday when Mrs. Nelson received @ 
letter from her husband stating that 
he was in the best of health and as 
safe from danger as if he were in Los 
Angeles. 

He writes from Elk City, Idaho, un- 
der date of July 14. After telling of his 
experiences as a miner he says that he 
has been recently appointed surgeon 
of three big camps. 

Mra. Nelson and C. Stanhope, who 
went from Los Angeles with Dr. Nel- 
fon and another man into Idahe, are 
indignant over the publication of the 
Herald's story, and the manner in 
which it was procured. Stanhope is 
especially incensed, for it casts on him 
the imputation of foul play. 

The only ground for the report in 
the first place was the fact hat Mra. 
Nelson had not received a letter from 
her husband for three weeks. Neigh- 
bors who were interested In his ven- 
ture communicated this fact to a Her- 
ald reporter, and she, without consult- 
ing Mrs. Nelson, wrote the fabrication 
in the office without any further in- 
vestigation. 

In disucssing the article last night 
which has caused her so much trouble 
Mrs. Nelson said: There was abso- 
lutely no excuse for such a yarn. I 
was not especially worried, and did 
not suppose that my husband had met 
with foul play, but knew that if any- 
thing had occurred it had been of an 
accidental nature. Still, only three 
weeks had alasped since we had re- 
ceived the last news from him, and we 
knew that nearly all travel was into 
the mines, and that it was a rare o- 
currence when anyone came out. We 
had to depend on such persons to 
bring the mail, and we knew before- 
hand that the correspondence from 
there would be at long intervals. 
The Herald reporter never came 
near me to learn the facts, but she 
got the one fact of my husband's ab- 
sence from a neighbor who did not re- 
late it for publication.

SIR THOMAS MAKES REPLY. 
HOW BARRIE WAS EMPLOYED.

NEW YORK, July 23.—{Exclusive 
Dispatch] The answer of Lipton in 


the suit begun against him by David 
Rarrie was filed today in the United 
States Circuit Court. Barrie sues to 
recover $11,515, of which he says $6575 
is due him as compensation for serv- 
ices performed between November, 
1899, and June of this year, and $5000 
for damages.

A dispatch from Washington states 
that the wool manufacturing business 
in California does not seem to have 
prospered very well during the past 
ten years, according to a report is- 
sued by the census office. For in- 
stance, in 1900 there was invested in 
wool manufacturing in the State only 
$1,060,000, whereas ten years previ- 
ously there was $2,618,000 invested in 
that business. Away back in 1870 there 
were five wool manufacturing estab- 
lishments in the State, and there 
are exactly that number today, while 
in 1880 there were nine, and in 1890 
eight. The value of the product has 
decreased, along with the capital in- 
vested and the number of establish- 
ments. 


“the census office does not attempt io 
show why California has failed in 
wool manufacture.” The explanation 
is easy. Orchards and vineyards 
have crowded out the “hoofed locusts” 
which formerly roamed the plains and 
foothills, just as they had crowded 
out the long-horned steers that were 
slain for their hides and tallow. The 
pastoral age of California has gone, 
never to return. It is no longer a 
land of flocks and herds, but a land 
of orchards. and vineyards, and gar- 
dens. Oranges, and apricots, and 
prunes have taken the place of wool, 
and thoroughbred Jersey cows have 
supplanted the half-wild steers of 
former days. You cannot very well 
raise flocks of wool sheep on land 
that is worth $200 an acre, or there- 
abouts; although it should be a paying 
proposition to raise thoroughbred 
mutton sheep, under fence, on alfalfa 
and corn. This is why, as we have 
said, the falling off in the Califor- 
nia wool industry is really a sign of 
progress.

While the Vatican has not 
agreed to all the American require- 
ments, such differences as developed 
in the course of Gov. Taft's negotia-

While our govern- 
ment has not recognized, and does 
not recognize, the Roman Pontiff as 
a temporal potentate, the fact must 
be taken into consideration that the 
Church of Rome has a powerful and 
far-reaching influence in the Philip- 
pines. The work of establishing civil 
government in the archipelago, of al- 
laying animosities, of bringing about 
an era of codperation and general 
amity, would have been greatly ham- 
pered if to the other obstacles against 
which we will have to contend had 
been added the active hostility of the 
Roman Church. For more than four 
centuries this religion has been ac- 
tively promulgated among the in- 
habitants of the Philippines. It is al- 
most the only religion known in the 
islands; and in the Filipino mind re- 
ligijon and civil government are so 
closely associated that it will require 
some years of educational work to 
dissociate them.

PASSING OF THE SHEEP. 

That a falling off in the output 
of an industry should be a sign of 
piogress appears like a contradiction, 
but in one case, at least, this, is true. 
A dispatch from Washington states 
that the wool manufacturing business 
in California does not seem to have 
prospered very well during the past 
ten years, according to a report is- 
sued by the census office. For in- 
stance, in 1900 there was invested in 
Wool manufacturing in the State only 
$1,060,000, whereas ten years previ- 
ously there was $2,618,000 invested in 
that business. Away back in 1870 there 
were five wool manufacturing estab- 
State, and there 
are exactly that number today, while 
in 1880 there were nine, and in 1890 
eight. The value of the product has 
decreased, along with the capital in- 
vested and the number of establish- 


lishments in the 


The dispatch referred to adds that 
“the census office does not attempt to 
show why California has failed 
wool manufacture.” The explanation 
easy. Orchards 
have crowded out the “hoofed locusts” 
which formerly roamed the plains and 
foothills, just as they had crowded 
out the long-horned steers that were 
slain for their hides and tallow. The 
pastoral age of California has gone, 
pever to return. It is no longer a 
land of flocks and herds, but a land 
of orchards, and vineyards, and gar- 
dens. Oranges, 
prunes have taken the place of wool, 
and thoroughbred Jersey cows have 
supplanted the half-wild steers of 
former days. You cannot very well 
raise flocks of wool sheep on land 
that is worth $200 an acre, or there- 
abouts; although it should be a paying 
proposition to raise 
mutton sheep, under fence, on alfalfa 
and corn. This is why, as we have 
said, the falling off in the Califor- 
nia wool industry is really a sign of

It is al- 
most the only religion known in the 
islands; and in the Filipino mind re- 
ligion and civil government are so 
closely associated that it will require 
some years of educational work to 
dissociate them.

ONS IN CUBA. 


A former citisen of Washington, 
now located at Sancte Spiritus, Cuba, 
writing under recent date to a friend 
in Los Angeles of the conditions in the 
new republic, says: “It is difficult to 
foretell what turn will take place in 
governmental affairs here. All are 
gravely apprehensive of something— 
they don't know what. The relations 
between the several classes are 
strained, though all social amenities 
between man and man are observed. 
Personal decorum is generally good. 
Notwithstanding, however, a very 
small matter would make serious trou- 
ble between whites and negroes or be- 
tween Cubans and Spaniards. 1 feel 
sure that the new government will be 
confronted with so many difficult and 
unexpected problems that all parties 
will appeal to the United States for 
annexation, as a measure for self- 
protection. I have heard no one here 
dispute the fact that it would be bet- 
ter for Cha to be annexed, but the 
pride of the people in trying to show 
the world that they are capable of 
self-government alone prevents any 
outward demonstration at present 
looking toward annexation. About «4 
year more of depression and a few 
small uprisings will unbend that 
pride,

Crest of Flood at Missouri City 


Impoverished Farmers Scattering to 

the Cities in Search of Work. | 
(BY THE NEW PRESS—P.M.1 

KEOKUK (lowa) July 23.—The Mis- 
sissippi flood reached its maximum 
throughout the district on the Missouri 
aide and the crest was at Hannibal at 
noon today, when the stage was at a 
standstill. The river fell four inches 
at Quincy and ten inches at Keokuk.

A Unique Legal Scrap 
at Colegrove. 


Justice of Peace Sat on an 
Action Brought Against 
Himself. 


Ex-Senator Cole came out of his dig - 
rified retirement at Colegrove long 
enough to claw a fistful of hide from 
the face of Bernard Potter, Esq., of 
this city, Tuesday afternoon. 8 

The ex-Senator was annoyed by the 
young lawyer. They had an alarm- 
ing fist fight in the august presence 
of the justice of the peace at Cole- 
grove. The shocking breach of de- 
corum was overlooked by the court in 
view of the fact that the ex-Senator 
is the father of the justice of the 
peace. 

This desperate affair developed from 
some high-handed rulings of “Judge” 
Seward Cole, the justice of the peace, 
Who was made defendant in a law- 
suit in his own court. Potter claimed 
that Seward Cole, the defendant at 
law, had too strong a pull with Sew- 
ard Cole, the judge in the case. For 
his unkind aspersions, his nose was 
clawed by ex-Senator Cole, who had 
been retained by Seward Cole, defend- 
ant, to engineer the case in the court 
of “Judge” Seward Cole, presiding 
magistrate. Potter seemed to think 
there was a superfiluity of the Cole 
family on deck. 

Potter was attorney a ranch 
hand, who was suing ward Cole 
for about $100, alleged to be due him 
as wages. 

After the case got into the Colegrove 
justice court, Potter was pained to

Potter called his attention to the 
fact that the court must issue the writ 
of attachment if the application § is 
made before an answer to the com- 
plaint Is filed. He further begged 
leave to observe that no answer from 
Seward Cole, defendant, was on file. 
Cole hastily assured him it was all a 
mistake. He said that there might 
not be a formal written answer in, but 
there was a verbal answer filed with 
himeelf by himself, all right. all right: 
fo he really couldn't see hig way to 
attach his own property. 

Potter went out to Colegrove Tues- 
day afternoon in high dudgeon. The 
court hastily went into vor ty the 
postoffice. Potter demanded that the 
case be transferred to some other 
court not so mixed up with the family 
treo of the Coles. 

“Judge” Seward Cole suggested that 
the case be tried at Santa Monica. 
Potter objected to Santa Monica. The 
law provides that in case of an objec- 
tion of this kind, some other place 
must be agreed upon. :

round.”

But it has received 
more thought and study of late, and 
there are skilled specialists who un- 
derstand their work and can do lasting 
benefit to the skins of those who sub- 
mit to their ministrations. The great 
trouble is that nearly all these spe- 
clalists charge so much for their treat- 
ment that only the well-to-do can af- 
ford to patronize them. 

Fortunately, it is possible for women 
who will take the trouble, to give them- 
selves home treatment, and if this is 
properly done it is most beneficial. The 
outfit required is small. The woman 
must get a good cold cream and a good 
skin food and use them correctly and 
conscientiously. 

The first part of the process has al- 
ready been outlined. The face must be 
weshed carefully with a soft cloth. 
warm water and a little good soap. All 
the soap must be rinsed from the face 
and then it must be dried. In doing 
this the face must be dabbed rather 
than rubbed, and wiped upward rather 
than downward. The latter motion 1. 
said to increase a tendency to wrinkles. 

After the face washing, the cold 
cream must be applied as already de- 
acribed. It must be rubbed in with the 
tips of the fingers, and the work must 
be done from the center outward and 
upward—never downward. The natura! 
habit of the countenance is to droop- 
ing lines, and these must be counter- 
acted by the facial treatment. When 
the cleansing cream is well worked in, 
it must be wiped off. as before di- 
rected. After that goes on the skin 


CHOOSE RIGHT SKIN FOOD. 

A word about such preparations. 
One cannot be too careful in their 
choice. It is not enough that the prep- 
arations are well advertised. Only 
those should be used of which the in- 
gredients are known to the purchaser 
or that are put up by a trustworthy 
maker who knows his business. The 
foundation of many such creams and, 
skin foods is either vaseline or lanolin. |

DIRECTIONS FOR MASSAGING. 


The right skin food at hand, begin 
the massage. Again only the tips of 
the fingers are to be used in rubbing, 
although the food may be put on the 
face with the palms of the hands as 
well as with the . Different 
movements are to be used for different 
parts of the face For the forehead 
there should be round and round 
movement of the finger tips, always 
working upward. The vertical lines be- 
tween the brows should be stroked 
crosswise, the horizontal lines across 
the forehead, should be rubbed from 
the brows and nose upward and with 
a circular movement as well, Around 
the eyes the finger tips should move 
with a circular movement, stroking 
outward from the eyes, while for the 
cheeks and the deep lines that show 
themselves there the three middle fin- 
gers of each hand should be used. 
The rubbing should begin close to t 
nose, and from here the fingers shou 
be drawn back and upward. 

The lower part of the chin is likely 
to give trouble to most women as they 
advance in age. If they have a ten- 
dency to fat, a roll of flesh estab- 
lishes itself there; if they are thin, the 
chin becomes too prominent and the 
space below takes on a stringiness 
and flabbiness that is most unattrac- 
tive. While lean or stout, every Amer- 
ican woman has a tendency to acquire 
drooping depressed lines at the mouth 
corners. All these defects it should be 
a part of the work of the facial mas- 
sage to remedy. 


TREATMENT OF CHIN AND 
MOUTH. 

The woman who wishes to gét rid 
of fat on her chin should use the 
thumb and first and second fingers in 
rubbing. She should draw the flesh up- 
ward from the throat toward the chin. 
and occasionally rub with the whole 
hand, always upward. She makes a 
wise purchase if she indulges in one 
of the rubber rollers that come for the 
purpose of reducing the fat on the 
chin. Besides the rubbing she should 
tap the flesh with her fingers, as this 
has a tendency to harden it. It will 
be slow work getting rid of such flesh. 
and it is hard w to tell which is the 
more tedious, this or putting flesh on 
the scrawny chin. A generous allow- 
ance of the skin food must be bestowed 
upon the stringy throat. 

For the lines about the mouth an up- 
ward motion of the finger tips must 
also be employed, an upward and side- 
wise movement. The removal of these 
lines will be quickened if their owner 
will try to drill her fece into a cheer- 
ful expression when it is in repose. ry

THE FINISH. 


The application of the cold cream 
should be continued for from ten to 
fifteen minutes. After the process 1 
over the face should be wiped with a 
piece of soft cloth to remove any of 
the skin food that has not been ab- 
sorbed, and then washed with a cloth 
dipped in warm water and sprinkied 
with a little good almond meal. Then 
it is once more patted dry and the 
work is done. That is, unless the o 
tient desires to apply a little — — 
This should be a pure vegetable pow- 
der, rice or cornstarch. 0 

The best time to give such a treat- 
ment as the above is at bedtime. In 
rare cases the specialists in this line 
vive orders that the cold cream or 
skin food shall be left on overnight, 
but as a rule, it is wiser to remove it. 

RESULTS COME SLOWLY. 

No woman can hope to overcome the 
neglect of years and make a poor com. 
plexion into a good one by a few treat- 
ments. It requires a good dea] pf pa-

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tient work to set things right. After 
a short treatment—perhaps even at the 
first—the masseuse will find her finger 
tips covered with what seems like bits 
of dried skin that work up under her 
rubbing. They are the contents of the 
clogged pores and the bits of withered 
cuticle that have been allowed to ac- 
cumulate. For several treatments 
they will continue to work off. and 
then the starved skin will begin to 
absorb the nourishment that is given. 
Before long it will show the good re- 
suits of the care bestowed upon ft. 
But, as I have said, it will require 
time and conscientious work, and 
these must be supplemented by at- 
tention to bathing. to diet and to gen- 
eral health and sanitation. One of the 
worst things for the complex! is to 
sleep in a badly-ventilated roc A Fresh 
air and plenty of it must replace that 
thrown off by the lungs cf the sufferer. 
If the impure poisoned air is rein- 
haled, it shows its effects upon the 
body, as would any other poison. 
There are other things that are of 
value in making a woman attractive 
as well as a good complexion, althoush 
no minor item is so important as this.
